Prevent 
Adulteration -S®y©r 
Flooded In Debate. 
Washington correspondeuce to the 
Milwaukee Sentinel says that 
the 
bill introduced bv Congressman Cooper 
relating to adulterated beer is even 
more stringent that It was at drat sup­ 
posed it would be. 
It provides for tne 
taxation and regulation of the manu­ 
facture, sale, importation and exporta* 
lion of adulterated beer; defines pure 
beer to be the fermented product of 
barley malt, 
hops and 
water, and 
classbs as adulterated beer that pro­ 
duct made even o* the foregoing arti­ 
cles, but with additions of rice, wheat, 
com , grape sugar, etc. 
it fixeB the 
tax upon manufacturers of adulterat­ 
ed beer at $3,500 a year in addition 
to the present tax upon manufactur­ 
ers’ of beer; the wholesalers’ tex is 
$1,000 additional, and the retailers' 
$250 additional. The fines for non­ 
observance 
of 
the 
act 
range 
f i e rn $500 to $5,000 in various in­ 
stances. 
The adulterated beer is to 
be specially branded, 
each keg to 
have the brand “ Adulterated Beer” 
burned iD , and each package is to be 
so labelled. 
A tax of $3 a barrel is 
^placed upon the adulterated 
beer, in 
addition to the tax now imposed, and 
a special stamp in bright red color is 
to be placed upon each package. 
In 
every place 
where the adulterated 
beer is sold there shall be posted a 
sign in English and German “ Adulter- 
a ed Beer Sold Here ” 
A provision is 
made for the chemists of the Internal 
Revenue department having access to 
the breweries and (laces where beer 
is sold for the purpose of testing the 
product, and the commissioner of in­ 
ternal revenue is erected to publish 
from time to time lists of firms manu­ 
facturing 
and 
selling 
adulterated 
beer. 
The bill has been sent to the 
committee on ways and means. 
C ooper M atched 
A g ain st 
Sayers. 
During the lively and interesting 
debate in the house yesterday after­ 
noon, in which the democratic mem­ 
bers were seeking to make political 
capital out of the so-called “ do-noth­ 
ing policy” of 
the present congress,

He charged that

tax upon the government, and that 
the expenditure was ill-advised.
